The drawings are objected to because the legends are not legible. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

There is no description of Figure 2 in the specification. 

Applicants are requested to identify the network, the network data, the first and the 
second threads, the network processor and its components for scheduling threads in the drawings 
and the corresponding description in the specification. 37CFR 1.75dl and 1.83a. 

Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Scope of claim 3 is not clear. It is not clear why the second and not the first thread 
retrieves the state information after interrupt. Applicants are requested to identify the disclosure 
in the specification. 

Scope of claim 6 is not clear. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mohamed (USP 6,366,998). 

See at least Figure 1, 2 and 8 and the corresponding description in the Mohamed patent. 
Mohamed teaches n network processor for processing network data comprising: 

a plurality of pipelines (DPUs) for respectively processing a plurality of threads 
(instructions which control the pipelines) to operate on incoming blocks of data; and 

a scheduler for scheduling individual threads to the pipelines. 

Mohamed did not identify the processor as a network processor. However, one of 
ordinary skill in the art should recognize that it is a network processor because it processes 
packets (see lines 23-25 of page 5 of the instant specification for the definition of a network 
processor) (see packets in the abstract of Mohamed). 

With respect to claims 8-14, note that the processor can be operated horizontally and 
vertically. 
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Claims 2-6 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mohamed (USP 6,366,998) in view of Anderson (USP 3,736,566). 

Mohamed does not teach saving of state information. However, Anderson teaches saving 
of state information such that the processor is able to return to the processor state before the 
processor is interrupted (see lines 47 of column 17 to line 5 of column 18). From the teaching of 
Anderson, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to save the 
processor state such that the processor is able to return to its sate before it is interrupted.
